(2)—General Umberto Nobile, leader 
of the ill-fated polar expedition on 
the dirigible Italid, is leading five of 
his men across the arctic ice in an 
effort to meet the steamer Braganza. 
Two of this party are suffering from 
hurts incurred when the gondola of 
the ship was torn loose by its first 
contact with the ice. 

This information came in 
messages received late today. 
messages added that the men still 
have a small supply of fuel, but that 
their progress is hampered by 
frost-bitten hands and feet, ones 
with the condition of the injured men 

Split Into Three Groups. 

The Jtalia’s crew split into three 
groups when the disaster occurred on 
May 25. General Nobile and his 
companions were left behind when 
the gondola was torn away. The 
others in the crew came down on thle 
ice about 18 miles farther east. 


Three of this secend group started 
across the ice toward land. Nothing 
turther has been heard from them. 

The remainder of the main group, 
including the wireless operator, re 
port they have sufficient food, but 
that the provisions are being rigor- 
ously rationed. ‘They need medicines 
for those suffering with frost bites. 
They report themselves as drifting

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EXPANSION FOR TECH. 


It is gratifying that the board of 
trustees of the Georgia School of 
Technology has decided upon an ex- 
pansion program that will, in the 
course of a few months, greatly en- 
large the capacity of the institution. 
The acquiring of a ten-acre site in 
close proximity to the present plant 
will open an opportunity for the 
erection of new buildings, that are 
of pressing necessity, and will not 
only relieve some of the present 
congestion, but will enable a better 
system of departmental 
tion. In the expansion program 
many needed improvements in the 
present plant will be made. 

The Georgia School of Technol- 
ogy ranks among the first of the 
technological institutions of the 
United States. It is famous through- 
out the country by reason of the 
thoroughly trained men it has placed 
in industrial leadership. In every 
great manufacturing center of Amer- 
ica there are Tech men holding re- 
sponsible positions, many of whom 
are executives. The late Floyd Fur- 
low, who was president of the Otis 
Elevator company at the time of his 
untimely passing, was a Tech boy. 
George Harris, president of the Ex- 
position Cotton Mills of Atlanta, and 
one of the leading textile experts in 
the country, received his training in 


‘textile engineering at the Georgia 


. Tech. 


George Gordon Crawford, 
president of the Tennessee Coal and 
Iron company, a subsidiary of the 


United States Steel corporation, is 


_ America. 


one of the outstanding executives in 
He was trained at Tech. 
Hundreds of others could be named. 

The institution has done, and is 
doing, a distinctive service in equip- 
ping young men for vocations that 
look to the development of the 
south’s resources. It makes build- 
ers, and to that extent—while edu- 
cating its students along all lines 
to properly balance them—is doing 
a. work that no other institution in 
the state can do. 

The school is a part of the state's 
university system, and therefore is a 
state controlled and supposedly 
maintained institution. But the 
state has never properly supported 
it or maintained it. Hence the 
fees are necessarily higher, in the 
aggregate, than they would be if the 
state did its part as it should. The 
doors are closed to thousands of 
boys who want to be trained there, 
but whose parents cannot meet the 
expenses, although they are held as 
low as is possible under the circum- 
stances. 

It is an institution that should be 
the pride of every Georgian. Un- 
der the direction of President Brit- 
tain it has made marvelous progress, 
with the establishment of new de- 
partments looking to the training of 
young men along new industrial 
lines. The department of ceramic 
engineering is one of particular in- 
terest that may be cited. 

‘The 1928 graduating class, to the 
members of which diplomas were de- 
livered Monday, was the largest in 
the history of the institution.

The death of Bishop William A. 
Guerry, of the South Carolina Epis- 
copal diocese, is deeply deplored, 
not only by churchmen of his own 
denomination, but by citizens gen- 
erally who knew him as a man of 
high Christian ideals, as a moral 
leader of great force, and as a pul- 
pit orator of power.

Foolish Maidens. 

Several times you have implied 
that a young woman is foolish to 
give three years of her time to 
the study of nursing when a two- 
year course makes perfectly com 
petent nurses. What is gained 
by talking about two-year courses 
when only two states recognize 
training schools that graduate 
nurses in two years? A_ two- 
year nurse could only make prac- 
tical nurses’ wages. (J. A.) 
Answer.—The “recognition” trick is 

just a scheme whereby a little clique 
seeks to control all edueation, and 
withal a fine little scheme for swell- 
ing the protits of edueation. I care 
not a tiny tut about that. I know 
that two-year courses turn out the 
best nurses in the country. The pupil 
who serves the hospital an additional 
year simply gives the skilled service 
of a trained nurse to the institution 
for a year at something less than a 
chambermaid’s ‘salary. That's the 
secret of the three-year course of 
training for nurses. ‘These highbrow 
hospitals know their salsify. Grad- 
uates of two-year courses receive and 
are certainly worth as much pay as 
graduates of three-year courses. Even 
if only two states “recognize” train- 
ing schools that do not rob the nurse 
of a year of her productive time, I 
should advise the young woman con- 
templating the study of nursing to 
comb those two states carefully for a 
school before she offers herself to any 
grasping three-year institution at 
home.

Will you please settle a trou- 
blesome dispute by stating the 

Roman Catholie doctrine vn mar- 

riage? 

It is always best to apply to Cath- 
olic authorities for answers of this 
kind, since by so doing you are more 
likely to get the correct interpreta- 
tion of their teaching and policy. The 


| Catholic doctrine of marriage, as J] 
j}understand it, is as follows: Between 
govern-;| Christians it is not only a contract 


but a sacrament in which the union 
is wrought and ratified by God. In 
this sacrament the parties themselves 
are the active agents, each giving con- 
sent to the other, and God accepting 
and sealing the eonsent of both. 

When such marriage is validly cele- 
brated between competent persous and 
its consummation follows, according 
to the law of Christ ‘they two shall 
be in one flesh” (St. Mark 10:8. There 
exists between them a God-made bond 
of matrimony in its completeness. The 
knot, is of God’s own knitting and 
Christ teaches that it is God Himself 
who is the “Joiner’ (“What God hath 
joined let no man asunder.”—St. Mat- 
thew 19:6). 

Because the union is thus of God's 
making and a Divine work it has the 
paramount and immutable character of 
Divine Law and is absolutely indis- 
soluble except by the death of either 
party. It cannot be unmade by any 
act of the parties themselves, seeing 
It 1S a covenant which they themselves 
alone have not made, but one into 
which God Himself has entered as the 
Joiner. Further, as a matter of His 
own ordinance, no human authority. 
Whether ecclesiastical or civil, 
have any power to dissolve it. 

This exposition is based upon that 
of Mgr. Canon Howlett, of the West- 
minster Cathedral of St. Edward, Lon- 
don, and applies to all members of the

_ Your inquiry opens up a far larger 
field than can be surveyed in the space 
assigned to me.

The be- 
ginning of the ruin of Egypt’s dy- 
nastiec rulers can be traced, however, 
to the defeat of the national forces 
at the Battle of Carchemish in 616

other when, in 527 B. C., Cambyses, 
the Persian king and warrior, van- 
quished the Egyptians at Pelusium, an 
ancient port of the country two hun- 
dred miles east of Port Said.

Some etymologists connect the word 
Armageddon with the mountainous 
region of Megiddo, which had been the 
scene of many conflicts between He- 
brews and Canaanites, Philistines, 
Egyptians, Chaldeans, Persians and 
Greeks. The Book of Revelation re- 
fers to this cockpit of the Holy Land 
as Har-Magedon and relates it to the 
war of the great day of God. 

Cheyne and Bossuet, two eminent 
exegetes, conjecture that an ancient 
Jewish legend, no longer intelligible, 
survives in the mysterious phrase of 
15:16. Interpreters of 
Holy Writ who revel in the Apoca- 
lypse Scriptures connect Armageddon 
with prophecies of slaughter and doom 
tuken from Jeremiah 22:30-33: Eze- 
kiel 30:14, and the 14th chapter of 
Zechariah. According to their ex- 
planations, an unprecedented and 
world-wide war draws near. The vio- 
lent downfall of all false ecclesiastical 
systems and all false religions will 
then take place, followed by general 
anarchy. One of these alarmists 
claims -the biblical sanction for his 
assertion that the first stage of this 
mighty catastrophe is to begin in 1928, 


Their lucubations illustrate the old 
saying that Scripture is like a nose of 
wax which can be molded to suit any 
man’s face. In the instances quoted 
it invests the reign of Christ with the 
characteristics of an Oriental despote- 
ism drunk with fury. 

Do not be disturbed by such prog- 
nostications. Give your time and en- 
ergy to the advocacy of justice, good 
will and peace, which are Christiani- 
ty’s real ends, and the predictions of 
an Armageddon may remain unful- 
filled.
